The party proceeded to Union Square, 
where a large crowd hed assembled, 
and in words ringing with patriotism, 
the President dedicated the monument 
commemorating Dewey's great victory 
at Manila Bay, and he also seized the 
opportunity to plead for the constant 
upbullding of the navy. It wes a se- 
rious thing for him, for, by his own 
efforts, when he was Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy. he had done much 
to bring the navy up to its present high 
standard of efficiency. His remarks 
were cheered to the echo. 

The party then drove to the United 
States transport dock, and madea hur- 
ried tour of insapectton over the trans- 
port Logan.

Every seat was taken, and hun- 
dreds were standing up as the Presi- 
dent, in cap and gown, and escorted 
by President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of 
the university, appeared on the plat- 
form.

His  re- 
marks were pointed and enthusiasti- 
cally received. At 11 o'clock he left 
with his party for Oakland, where they 
boarded the special train, and at mid- 
night continued their east- 
ward. 

The work of Frank Tyree and his 
corps of Becret Fervice men, who quard 
the President day and night, is little 
short of marvelous. The police in the 
various cities have a done splendid 
service; Citef Whit of San Fran- 
cisco deserving perhaps the greatest 
praise. His arrangements during the 
President's stay have been perfect, and 
his handling of the great crowd has 
been eminently satisfactory.

The President said San Francisco 
should glory in commemorating the 
navy's victory at Manila as it had 
opened the Pacific Ocean to American 
commerce and, more than anything 
else. had contributed to give the. United 
States a high place among the naval 
powers. He dwelt on the 
preparing ships, armament and men for 
the navy. Naval battles are fought in 
advance and the Americans won at 
Manila, because they had made ready 
for strife. The necessity of improving 
the navy was first made apparent in 
1882 and all of the warships we now 
have were built since that time. Since 
the last war, the naval trength of the 
United States has been rapidly in- 
creasing and under the wise provisions 
of the last Congress has particulariy 
advanced.

He once had 
a high reputation in business, politics 
and society. According te the Boston 
police, there is an indictment in five 
counts, alleging the misappropriation 
of about $60,000 in trust funds. At the 
time he left Boston, it was alleged that 
the total amount of Merrill's financial 
irregularities amounted to about $300,- 
000, but only one specific charge was 
referred to the grand jury. He was 
widely known as a promoter, rallway 
magnate and speculator. 

After Merrill left Boston he became 
known as Charlies J. Grayson. He 
went to Silver City, N. M., and estab- 
lished himself in business there, be- 
came president of a national bank, and 
himeelf in Territorial poli- 
tice. 

He went to Washington to eppose 
the reappointment of Gov. Otero, and 
was one of those interested in urging 
the admission of New Mexico to State- 
hood, and has prominent, not 
only in Washin . but In New York. 

Merrill had, according to the police, 
entertained in Boston Charies J. 
Grayson, a mining , who was 
promoting New Mexico mining proper- 
ties. Grayson died while Merrill's 
guest, and then the latter decided to 
g0 to New Mexico and take up mining. 
He assumed Grayson'’s name. In New 
York Merrill was also known as Gray- 
son. He made his New York head- 
quarters at the banking house of W. 
N. Coler & Co. W. N. Coler, Jr., said

“It seems to me we have been deal- 
ing with Col. Grayson at least fifteen 
years. Now, if the story in the news- 
papers about his disappearance from 
Boston ten years ago is correct, it 
would seem to bear out the statement 
that he assumed not only the name, 
but the business of his friend.

H's 
Gepunciation of the socialistic ten- 
Gencies of trade-unionism, of the many 
and neeiiless strikes, of the violence 
accompanying them. of the “social 
brigandage” and other ev!) tendencies 
of labor organizations, is vigorous and 
wholesome, and is based upon the bed- 
rock of truth. 

President Party exposes the one- 
sidednets of some of the so-called 
“arbitration” schemes, which, he 
shows, are in many instances cunning 
_Gevices of agitators to hold up em- 
Pleoyers. and in many other instances 
are worthless because strikers wil! 
mot abide by the terms of an arbitra- 
tien decision unless their demands are 
granted. Mr. Parry suggests a new 
reading of the Golden Rule, to read 
about as follows: “Do unto the emm- 
ployés as the employés demand that 
you shall do unto them, or they wil!

DOUBLE BENEFIT. 

Here is another argument in favor 
of the national irrigation plan. The 
large cities of this country are filling 
up with a mass of ignorant foreigners, 
who do not become assimilated with 
the population of the country, but 
herd by themselves in wretched tene- 
ments, breeding physical, mental and 
moral disease, and constituting a dan- 
ger to the stability of the republic. In 
a report of the fidustriel Commission 
of the United States, on general 
Statistics, immigration and foreign 
born population, is found the follow- 


ing: 

“Physical devitalization led to mora! 
degeneracy. The general lowering of 
vitality due to the foul air, darkness 
and filth of the tenement is accom- 
panied by a depression of spirits, a 
reduction of energy and ambition. The 
tenement dweller is not only incapac- 
itated for work, but loses interest in 
it, and in the progress of his family: 
resorts to strong drink to stimulate 
his system, while this in turn reduces 
his physical health still further, and 
incites him directly to all kinds of 
viee and crime.” 

This is a true picture of the hot- 
beds and breeding places of anar¢hy 
in our large cities. As to the kind 
of citizens we are bringing into the 
world, to form the coming generation 
of Americans, read this, from _ the 


government report, referring 


especially to the low-grade Italian 
population of New York city: 

“In my judgment, the children of 
the Italian townsmien are degenerat- 
ing. The full-grown children are not 
nearly so well developed as their par- 
ents. A visit to the crowded Italian 
settlements of any American city 
would convince the observer. Hardly 
a child who {s not affected with rickets 
ean be foutid, and those who are bow- 
legced dre so numerous as “to excite 
the deepest amazement and pity. In 
an Italla® family it le an easy matter 
to distingvish the children born and 
raised in dtely from those born and 
raised tn conntry. because the 
former bear resembance in size and 
health to their parents and the latter 
do not.” 

In this connection. it ls a note- 
worthy fact that of the tncrease of 
the steerage immigration ‘nr this coun- 
‘ry for the past vear over the preced- 
ing year, no less than 30.000 come from 
Southern Italy alone. Now. meet of 
‘hese people were tillers of the soll 
in their own country. They are in- 
dustrions and frural In their habits. 
Herded together In the filthy tene- 
ments of a large city. they are. as 
we have said. a menace but if furnished 
with smal! homes, on Irrigated land, 
they would soon make the desert blos- 
som. and would become desirable 
citizens of the republic. while thelr 
children would have a chance to grow 
up into useful self-respecting 
men and women. 

From this viewpoint alone—the op- 
portunity which it will offer benevo- 
lent and charitable organizations to 
aid the overcrowded population of our 
cities to found self-supporting homes !f 
the country—the national 
system is one of the most beneficént 
movements ever inaugurated in the 
United States. 


AW OR LICENSE? 

The New York Commercial recently 
published an interview with a rep- 
resentative of the Standard Oj! Com- 
pany, in which he declared that the 
present hesitancy in the stock market 
is due to the fear of the Sherman law. 
He is quoted as saying, further: 

“In my opinion, there will be little 
permanent improvement in the stock 
market until the attitude of the United 
States government toward great busi- 
ness enterprises in the country is un- 
derstood. The security market is suf- 
fering from too much Sherman law, or, 
perhaps, from the extreme construc- 
tion which the courts see fit to place 
upon the law. When the common peo- 
ple find they are getting hurt. their 
war on combinations that. benefit them, 
rather than are hurtful, will cease.” 

In other words, the trusts would 
like to Be let dione. Many other law- 
yreakers feel the same way. There 
has been a considerable amount of 
buncombe written and spoken about 
the trusts, but the fact remains that 
some of them have been transgressing 
the laws of the land, and just so far 
as they have been doing so, they 
should and shall be called to account. 
As the President said. recently at 
Riverside, when asked by a representa- 
tive of the labor unions what mes- 
‘age he had for union labor, both 
“apital and labor will be given a 
‘quare deal. That is all they have a 
right to expect. The law applies to 
the millignaire member of a trust just 
as it does to the vagrant who steals 
a chicken, and it will be a sad day for 
this coufttry when it ceases to do so. 

The Statement of the Standard Ol! 
representative, above quoted, sug- 
tests the thought that if these con- 
cerns can be so easily jeopardized by 
the threat of turning the light of in- 
vestigation upon them, then they must 
indeed be built upon a very flimsy 
foundation.

USTRALIA’S LABOR TROUBLES. 

The strike on the state-owned rai!- 
roads in Victoria, Australia, appears to 
be growing more serious, and there 
is danger that !t may spread to other 
States of the commonwealth, and may 
eventually involve not only the rall- 
ways, but all classes of industry 
dominated by union labor—which 
means about al! the industries of Aus- 
tralia. Sympathetic strikes are al- 
ready threatened in other industries 
wholly unconnected with the railways. 

There are iGdications, indeed, that 
the trade-unionists are contemplating 
a’general tie-up of all industries in 
Australia unless they are permitted to 
have their way in the present con- 
troversy in Victoria. The Sydney, 
N. 8. W., correspondent of the London 
| moa Mal! reports secret meetings of 
the New South Wales trade-unionists, 
notably of the railroad and street-car 
men, and the correspondent quotes the 
official head of labor-unionism in New 
South Wales as declaring in effect 
that all workmen will support the 
striking railroad men solidiy, and that 
unless the Victorian government shal! 
“surrender, the fight will extend to 
other States, the Victorian fight being 
“only an outpost skirmish.” 

In the Victorian Legisiative As- 
sembly, on Wednesday, Premier Irvine 
made a speech on the subject of the 
railway strike, in which he declared 
that the country was face to face with 
a long-meditated revolution against 
established authority; that the issue 
concerned every country; ané@ that 
the strike had thrown the State into 
confusion, and it would be a fight 
to @ finish. At the conclusion of his 
address the Premier moved the second 
reading of a bill pending before the 
Assembly for the suppression of the 
strike. This measure, so far as can 
be judged by the cabled synopsis of !t, 
appears to be of a very drastic char- 
acter. It is intended solely as an em- 
ergency measure, is not to be retroac- 
tive, and will not remain in force after 
the termination of the strike. It pro- 
vides that any railway emplbyé who 
leaves his work without giving four 
nights’ noticeshal! be regarded as having 
joined the strike, shall incur a penalty 
of $500 fine or a year's imprisonment, 
with loss of pension, and shal! be dis- 
qualified for employment by the gov- 
ernment in the future. The bill for- 
bids intereference with employés, the 
collection of strike funds, or encourag- 
ing the strike in any manner. It fur- 
ther empowers the police to destroy 
documents encouraging the strike, 
makes printers of such documents of- 
fenders against the law. and declares 
to be unlawful all meetings at which 
four or more strikers are present. Al! 
persons attending gatherings and re- 
fusing to disperse when ordered to do so 
by the police are liable to arrest with- 
out warrants, and power is given to 
the police to use force In entering 
Meetings when deemed necessary. 

The atiltude of the Legisiative As- 
sembly toward this bill ts indicated 
pretty clearly by the fact that an 
amendment expressing regret because 
of the strike, and promising that 
Parliament would consider the griev- 
ances of the strikers, if they would 
return to work. was defeated by the 
decisive vote of 58 to 30. This would 
seem to indicate that the government 
of Victoria, at least. is ditposed to 
make a stubborn stand against the ag- 
gressions of unionism. Whether equal 
firmness will be displayed by the other 
States of the commonwealth remains 
to be seen. 

Labor-unionism has reached a 
greater stage of development in Aus- 
tralia, perhaps, than in any other coun- 
try. For many years it has been growing 
steadily in strength, and consequently 
in arrogance. The government has 
fostered it, encouraged it, and has 
fallen down before its insolent dicta- 
tlon in the most abject and shameful 
manner. At last the government (at 
leaet that of Victoria.) scems to be 
against” the inevitable in good 
earnest. This weakling. which the 
government bas nursed with such 
sedulous care, has grown and waxed 
powerful until it now challenges the 
governnient itself to a trial of strength. 
Truly, as Premier Irvine declared, the 
ieeue is one which concerns every coun- 
try. The outcome of the contest will be 
watched with more than a casua! in- 
terest in all countries where labor- 
unionism has become & question of 
serious moment. 

The Victorian Premier fitiy char- 
acterized the pending struggle in that 
State as “a long-meditated revolution 
against established authority.” There 
is no doubt that the movement has 
been long contemplated. It is there- 
fore premeditated, deliberate, inten- 
tional. It will be the duty of the gov- 
érnment to suppress the strike, and 
firmly to maintain its position of 
authority, else the government itseif 
will be crushed into obedience to the 
arrogant rule of unionism, and instead 
of a government of, by, and for the 
people, it will be a government of, by, 
and for trade-unions. 

This struggle which is now on 
among our antipodean brothers is in’ 
reality a struggle between the estab- 
lished form of government and «4 
modified form of socialism. For many 
years the socialistic element among 
the labor-unions of Australia has teen 
gaining the ascendency, until these 
Jorganizatiofs are thoroughly inocu- 
lated with the socialistic virus. The 
government of Victoria—and the same 
is probably true of the other States of 
Australia—will have to méét and over. 
throw this rival power that is con- 
testing for the sovereignty, or be it- 
self overthrown, Which will win? We 
shall see.

OMAHA, May 14.—(Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) That murder was not added 


today was no fault of the strikers, for 
they did Aheir best to accomplish this 
crime, when they attacked L. L. Flint, 
a non-union driver for the Carpenter 
Paper Company, who was dragged 
from his wagon and beaten unmerch 
fully, his face gashed in many places, 
and his head pounded until he lost 
consciousness. That he would have 
been killed there is little doubt, had 
the police not arrived, when the toughs 
ran away and escaped arrest. 

For three days quiet had prevailed, 
but when the striking teamsters saw 
non-union men taking their places, and 
realised’ that they were fast losing 
ground, they became desperate, and 
in utter disregard of the Federal Court 
restraining order, and in violation of 
their agreement with Chief of Police 
Donahue, that they would commit no 


more violence, they met during 
Wednesday night, and organized a 
“wrecking committee.” The duty of 


the members of this committee Was to 
go to the outlying portions of the city, 
where there is little pelice protection, 
and attack every wagon that came 
their way. Asa result of this midnight 
agreement, rioting began edrfy in the 
forenoon, and by noon Chief of Police 
Donahue stated that his office had re- 
ceived 386 calls from all over the city 
for potice protection. He at once or- 
dered out every officer on the force, 
organized a fying squadron on bicycles 
and called on Sheriff Power for twen- 
ty-five additional deputies, which were 
sworn in, making a total of 125 depu- 
ties now on duty. Even this didn't 
stop the rioting. and for a time itt 
linoked as if the militia would be called 
out immediately.
